“CIVIL AFFAIRS” 

In the first place, I am directed 
by Brigadier Macdougall to assure 
you that we are here to help you 
all we can and that the purpose of 
thia Military Administration is td 
put. Hon: Hone on its fect and to 

eep things going until you, the 

people of Hong Kong, whether 
members of the Government, or of 
the commercial community, have 
restored yourselves to health and 
sre fit to return to the Colony to 
resume your work. 

It may perhaps be helpful to 
you if I first explain to you exact- 
ly what “Civil Affairs” means and 
how it came into being. 

Six. months or so after the fall 
of Hong Kong, the tide of the 
United Nations had reached ita 
lowest ebb. We were driven back 
almost to the Nile, the Caspian 
Sea was threatened, the enemy 
was on the Eastern frontiers of 
India and prowling round the 
Northern coast of Australia. 

The Supreme Allied Command 
had to plan to put all this right 
and it was early appreciated that 
there was a very real need for the 
Military Commanders in the field 
to be equipped not ‘only with the 
weapons of war but also with an

SUDDEN END 

The end of the Pacific War came 
upon us so suddenly that, the 
militarization of the Unit had to 
be urgently rushed ohead and the 
Headquarters which together with 
the Unit itself would normally 
have been assembled somewhere 
near the scone of operations, had 
to be flown out from England. 

We did not know what condi- 
tions would be on our arrival. 
Certainly we did not count on find- 
ing the old Gdvernment Installed 
in office with the former Essential 
Services already picking up the 
threads. 

To this extent our initial work 
has been considerably simplified 
ond I must say we are filled with 
admiration for the manner in 
which you have all grappled with 
the work. 

This, then, ts the position in 
which we find ourselves. We now 
have co take aver the work which 
you have already begun. You are 
all overdue for leave, quite apart 
from needing to restore your 
health for other reasons and it is 
the policy of His Mnjesty’s Gov- 
ernment that every British Subject 
should return to his country of 
origin as quickly as possible under 
present evacuation facilities. 

I know you are all anxious to 
get going again in your respective 
businesses, and it is to you mem- 
bers of the Chamber that the 
Colony looks to bring back pros- 
perity not only to ourselves but 
also to the people of Southern 
China. 

That is the local picture. You 
have another important role which 
is to assist in restoring the export 
trade of Great Britain and of 
other Allied countries who wish to 
share in the business of thiy Free 
Port. 

The task of restoring the export 
trade of Great Britain is of im- 
Mediate importance, but there are 
difficultica to be surmounted as I 
am sure you will realise. 

HOME INDUSTRY 

In the first place, industry at 

home has been mobilized complete- 


ly to war needs and when you get} 


home you will find that ordinary 
consumer goods are in very short 
supply. Factories which have been 
turned over to the production of 
war materials will need time to 
convert their plant to peace time 
production. Their products are 
required for supplying home de- 
mands, and the needs of Europe 
as well as those of the Far Eust. 
Then comes the question of 
shipping. World wide demands 
are enormous and it must take 
time before we can hope for regu- 
lar schedules on anything like 
peace time. standards.

DEFERMENT , 

The next question was: Will 
the Government regard busi- 
ness executive (former  pri- 
soners of war or internees) re- 
quired to stay in Hong Kong 
for business reasons a8 mem- 
berg of essential services for 
the purposes of accommodation 
and feeding. The answer to 
that was that subsistence and 
accommodation would be pro- 
vided for those who obtained 
deferment permission.
